WORCESTER, Ss: 
To either of the Constables of the Town of Millbury, in the 
County of Worcester, Greeting: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town 
of Millbury, qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to 
meet at the Town Hall, in said Millbury on Monday the third 
day of February, next, at fifteen minutes of six o’clock in the 
forenoon, to elect the following officers, to wit: 

Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector 
of Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Six Constables, Tree Warden, 
Highway Surveyor, all for the term of One year; One Select- 
man for the term of three years; One member of the School 
Committee for three years; One Assessor for three years; 
One member of the Board of Health for three years; Trustee 
of Town Library for three years; One Commissioner of Cem- 
eteries for three years; One member of the Board of Welfare, 
for the term of three years; all to be voted for on one ballot. 


Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town Officers 
for the year ensuing. 


And to meet ou February 8th, 1941, at 2 P. M. at the Town 
Hall, in said Millbury, to act on the following articles, to wit: 

Article 3. To hear the reports of the several Town Offi- 
cers and Committees and act thereon. 

Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of money 
as may be necessary to defray Town charges for the year en- 
suing, including sums for the lighting of streets, the main- 
tenance of the Town Library, the observance of Memorial 
Day, care and improvement of cemeteries, care of clocks, care 
of fire alarm, the use of the Tree Warden and for Town Aid 
to Needy Soldiers and their Widows, salaries of Fire Depart- 
ment, and Police Retirement Pensions or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 5. To determine the time when all taxes shall be 
payable and make regulations concerning the payment of 
same. 
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Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer with the approval of the Selectmen to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue 
of the financial year beginning January 1, 1941, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, 
General Laws. 


Article 7. Toseeif the Town will authorize the Selectmen 
to employ counsel in any suit that may be brought against 
the Town. 


Article 8. To choose any committee or committees that 
may be thought necessary. 

Article 9. Toseeif the Town will authorize the Assessors 
to print the Valuation and Tax List and raise and appropri- 
ate money therefor, or take any action thereon. 


Article 10. To see what action the Town will take regard- 
ing the hiring of two or more policemen to patrol our streets 
and raise and appropriate money for same, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 11. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Selectmen to sell, after first giving notice of the time and 
place of sale by posting such notice of sale in some convenient 
and public place in the town fourteen days at least before the 
sale, property taken by the town under tax title procedure 
provided that the Selectmen or whomsoever they may au- 
thorize to hold such public auction may reject any bid which 
they deem inadequate, or take any action relative thereto. 

Article 12. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money for the purpose of Chapter 90, 
maintenance, or take any action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money to provide for extraordinary or unforeseen 
expenditures under the provisions of Chapter 40, Section 6, 
of the General Laws of Massachusetts, to be known as the 
reserve fund, or take any action thereon. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will authorize the Select- 
men to employ a Civil Engineer, when in their judgment it is

Article 15. ‘To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $4000 for the year’s rental of the accommodations 
at the Assumption School now used by the Millbury School 
Department, or take any action thereon. 

Article 16. Tosee if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $400 to be expended by the School Committee for 
the employment of a Custodian and for other expenses for 
the maintenance of the Windle Field or take any action 
thereon. | | 

Article 17. ‘To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $100 to be expended by the Board of Se- 
lectmen for eye-glasses for underprivileged children, or take 
any action thereon. 

Article 18. To see if the Town will appropriate $69.68 to 
be paid to the Trustees for County Aid to Agriculture, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of, and for the purpose of, 
Chapter 128, General Laws, or for the support of Demonstra- 
tion work in Agriculture, Home Economics, or Boy’s and 
Girl’s Club Work, under the direction of the Agent, or in- 
structors, or the Trustees co-operating with the local Town 
Director, or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto. 

Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended for materials, 
transportation, and equipment to be purchased for use in 
conjunction with future WPA projects and extensions of 
projects now in progress, provided, however, that all pur- 
chases or contracts for purchases exceeding fifty dollars in 
amount shall be based on competitive bids to be submitted 
by three or more responsible vendors, or take any action 
thereon. 3 

Article 20. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to be expended by the Board 
of Public Welfare for the purpose of Chapter 413 of the 
Acts of 1986, and acts in amendment thereto, entitled ‘Aid 
to Dependent Children” or take any action thereon. 

Article 21. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money for general municipal purposes under authority of, 
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and in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 49, of the 
Acts of 1933 and amendments thereto, or take any action 
thereon. 

Article 22. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
a sum of money for State Aid Relief to defray expense of cur- 
rent year, or take any action thereon. 

Article 23. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 for the printing of the Annual 
Town Reports, so that an itemized list of the expenditures 
under each appropriation will be shown therein, or take any 
action thereon. 

Article 24. To seeif the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of $350 to be paid the Millbury Society for District 
Nursing, or take any action thereon. 

Article 25. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate a sum of money to maintain the Town dump on 
Riverlin Street, under the supervision of the Board of 
Health, or take any action thereon. 

Article 26. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $500 to be used by the Selectmen to 
settle claims for personal property damage or incidental per- 
sonal injury claims that may be brought against the Town, 
or take any action thereon. 

Article 27. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of Three Hundred ($300) Dollars to be 
expended by the Treasurer for filing fees and the necessary 
expenses of foreclosing certain Tax Titles now held by the 
Town, through Land Court procedure, or take any action 
thereon.

To see if the Town will vote to purchase the 
parcel of land owned by Martin J. Roach adjoining Central 
Cemetery, to be used for Cemetery purposes, at a sum not 
to exceed $300 and to transfer and appropriate said sum 
from the Sale of Lots and Graves Fund, or take any action 
thereon.

Article 48. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Moderator to appoint a Committee of three (3) members to 
act with the Selectmen in making a survey of the Millbury 
Water Company for the purpose of determining the advisa- 
bility of acquiring a public water system for the use oi the 
Town; and to appropriate a sum of money for the use of 
this committee, or take any action thereon. |

closed at 4 o’clock P. M. 

And you are directed to serve this warrant by posting 
up an attested copy thereof at each of the Post Offices and

Uuder the Aid to Dependent Children Law 20 cases were 
aided. 

For the year 1940 the sum of $58,500 was appropriated 
the salaries of Clerk and Secretary were taken from this 
appropriation. Through the very efficient manner and 
hard work on the part of our Secretary John W. Higgin- 
bottom, the investigations in this department have been very 
thorough, and we are able to report a balance of $3,296.25 at 
the close of the year with every bill both local and out-of- 
town bills paid. 

We started the year with $5,013.98 of out-of-town bills 

which had to be paid out of this years appropriation. 

_ At this time we would like to thank the Ramshorn Mills, 
Millbury Woolen Co., Felters Co., and the Millbury Spin- 
ning Co., for the cooperation they have given us during the 
year in the hiring as near as possible help that we have 
asked them to hire, which has greatly relieved our case-load, 
and through this codperation and with the prospects of a 
bright outlook in business in 1941 this department feeis 
as though they will be able to operate this department on 
the sum of $49,875 for the coming year. 

Due to the increase in cases on Old Age Assistance and 
Aid to Dependent Children and the various changes required 
by the State and Federal Governments we have had to 
have the services of an extra clerk, therefore, the article 
asking for more funds for Clerks and Secretary has had to 
be raised to take care of this. 

During the year we had to purchase two new typewriters, 
a new desk, two new files and two chairs for the office and 
this with the other new office equipment that we had to 
have brought the bills for equipment up to quite a large 
sum.

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Report of the Highway Surveyor 


To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Millbury: 

It is my privilege to submit my report as Highway Sur- 
veyor for the year 1940. 

The Highway Department has continued the policy of 
having all work done of a permanent nature, always keep- 
ing in mind that whenever it was practical and consistent 
with economy, manual labor was given the preference over 
Machinery. 

May I be permitted to point with pardonable pride to the 
fact that there isn’t a street in Millbury that cannot now be 
traveled during any season of the year. 

The Highway Department has been operated efficiently 
and economically, and assistance has been rendered when- 
ever and wherever possible. 

The assistance and codperation of all Town Officials was 
appreciated by the Highway Department. 

The codperation of the W. P. A. with the Highway De- 
partment has been also greatly appreciated and with their 
assistance many new sidewalks have been built and we 
expect to be able to build more in the future. 

Many more streets were made permanent in 1940 and it 
is my ambition to see all the streets in Millbury of a per- 
manent nature, thereby reducing materially the cost of 
maintenance. 

Streets made permanent last year are: Beach street; 
High street; Hamilton street; Prospect street; Orchard 
street; Mill street; Dolan road; Old Common to Rice 
road; Wheelock avenue, from Millbury avenue to the home 
of Dulmaine. Elmwood street has been stone covered com- 
plete from James Bowden to Beach street. The left side of 
Canal street from Providence to Main street has been made 
permanent. In addition every street has received attention. 
The shoulders on Main street have been made permanent 
from curbing to curbing from Canal street to Martin street.

On January 1, 1940 we had three patients in the West 
Boylston Sanatorium. There was one patient who entered 
during the year and one who died. There was also one pa- 
tient who entered the Lakeville Sanatorium. We have had 
many persons examined and x-rayed during 1940. 

Again this year as usual we held a clinic for the care of 
the teeth of the school children. This clinic was attended 
by many. 

Please remember that in order to have the Board of 
Health investigate a complaint it is necessary to have it in 
writing, signed by the complainant and mailed to the Board 
of Health. 

In 1940 we held a dog clinic. At this clinic we had the 
dogs vaccinated for the Rabies. ‘This clinic was held at 
the Pine Grove Villa and at the Fire Barn #3. Dr. Boswell 
from Westboro was the veterinary. The clinic was very 
successful and we hope the people will co-operate with us 
as well at the next clinic as they did at the last. 

All contagious diseases must be reported to the Board of 
Health whether you have a doctor or not. If, at the onset 
of the disease, the parents would keep their child away from 
other children it might help to check the rapid spread of 
the disease. If your child should have a contagious disease, 
kindly do not send him back to school unless he has a card 


from the Board of Health permitting him to return.

Report of School Committee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 

The school committee held regular meeting's at the office of the super- 
intendent of schools at one o’clock on the last Tuesday of each month, 
and at other times when urgent business required attention. 

The usual amount of repair work was necessary in order to keep the 
buildings in good condition. Desks were reconditioned in the High, 
Union, Burbank and Dorothy Manor schools. New doors were installed 
at the High, Providence Street and West Millbury schools. Extensive 
repairs were made on the High School roof. Temporary repairs were 
made on the roofs of all other school buildings of the town after the 
hurricane of September, 1938. During the coming year it will be im- 
perative to make these repairs permanent. It is estimated that the 
cost of this work will be about $1500. 

During the past year the town received a reimbursement from the 
state of $13,360. The amount of this refund is automatically deter- 
mined by the salary schedule of the total number of teachers employed 
by the town. 

It will be seen from the school budget which follows that allowing 
for the state refund and other receipts the net cost of the schools for 
the year 1940 was $78,250.02.

Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my fourth annual report and the fifty-first 
in the series of reports of the Millbury School Superintendents. 

At the beginning of the present school year a program of civic 
education was initiated in all the schools of Millbury. Each week a 
patriotic program is held in every room of all the schools of the town. 
Each month a more elaborate program at which all the children of the 
‘school assist is carried out in every school. The general purpose of 
these periods devoted to civic programs is to place before the pupils in 
a favorable light the ideals of democracy, of self-government, fair 
play, of personal liberty, in brief, the advantages of our democratic 
form of government. Not only the rights and liberties of the American 
citizens are described, but duties and responsibilities are insisted upon. 
That this is important in our schools is evident from the fact that a 
group of distinguished educators who conducted a nation-wide survey 
in the field of civics under the auspices of the Educational Policies 
Commission of the National Education Association only this year re- 
ported that in a group of 2,000 students in forty schools less than one- 
third appeared to be aware that in a democracy citizens have obliga- 
tions as well as privileges. 

Dr. Alexander J. Stoddard, Superintendent of Schools in Philadel- 
phia, writing in the Journal of the New York State School Boards 
Association, declares that is the duty of the public school system to 
bring to the American people a clear understanding of the nature of 
democracy and of the goals to which this democracy aspires, and to 
develop in all citizens deep and abiding loyalties to the central values of 
democracy. He writes, “In fostering this discipline (national unity) 
the schools should promote understanding of the civil liberties and of 
our political institutions. They can inquire into those economic and 
social problems which threaten democracy from within. They can 
confirm that faith in the worth of each individual which is the basic 
tenet of democracy. They can provide opportunities to live democracy 
in the school, the home, and the community. Finally, they should seek 
out the central values of democracy so that the young can be taught 
to love these values, to struggle to make them prevail in the world, to 
live, and if need be, to die for them.” This quotation is an excellent 
summary of the purpose of our weekly and monthly patriotic programs. 
Nothing is more important in our school program than to develop re- 
sourcefulness, initiative, personal responsibility, a social cooperative 
spirit, mutual respect, and a love of democratic processes. By means 
of eee patriotic programs we have taken a long stride toward this 
goal.

High School Diplomas 

This year the School Department substituted a modern booklet di- 
ploma for the old-fashioned, large diploma. This change was enthu- 
siastically received by the graduates and their parents. 


Part-time Assistants 
During the football season Gerald Roberts gave much-needed assis- 
tance to the regular football coach. The services of Mr. Roberts insured 
proper supervision and training for all members of the football squad. 
Miss Martha Dwinell served as part-time clerk in the office of the 
High School Principal. Much work in the high school testing program 
would have been impossible without her assistance. 


Physical Equipment 

With the cooperation of the National Youth Administration a service 
counter was built and installed in the office of the Superintendent. The 
N. Y. A. also built lockers in the high school for the athletic equipment. 
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In the high school fifty of the most modern seats and desks were 
installed in the auditorium which because of the crowded conditions 
must now be used as a supervised study room. The entire rear of the 
high school was provided with new shades, and dark shades were added 
to the equipment of Room 5 to enable us to continue our visual educa- 
tion program with the use of motion pictures. Repairs to the roof and 
doors of the high school and the purchase of a new band saw and motor 
for the Manual Training Department completed the year’s changes 
and improvements in this building. 


Grammar Schools 


At the Union, Burbank, and Dorothy Manor Schools the seats and 
desks were sanded and varnished. Ventilators were installed at the 
Providence Street School, and additional pipe coils at the Burbank 
School. New doors in the Providence Street School and the West Mill- 
bury School were necessary this year. 


Honorable Mention 


The Millbury Kiwanis Club again sponsored the tonsil and adenoid 
clinic, the purpose of which is to safeguard the health of underprivi- 
leged children. Another useful public service was the purchase of 
safety belts for the officers of both the public and parochial school 
patrols in the town. ; 

The Millbury Board of Health provided the funds for the continua- 
tion of the Dental Clinic. The Millbury Woman’s Club again provided 
a one hundred dollar scholarship for a member of the graduating class 
of the high school. 

Dr. M. M. Hennebery again donated his services as member and Secre- 
tary of the School Committee for the year ending December 31, 1940.

Report of Mr. Stephen Beaton, Jr., 
High School Principal 


I hereby submit my fourth annual report as Principal of the Millbury 
High School. 

It is a pleasure to report that the problem of increased enrollment 
which has been confronting the high school in the past few years, and 
which became very acute this year, was quite satisfactorily solved for 
the time being by the school committee and you. The solution to which 
I refer is the partial changing of the assembly hall into a home room 
and study hall by the removal of two sections of seats and the addition 
of fifty new desks. Our Supervisor of Secondary Education in Massa- 
chusetts, Mr. A. Russell Mack, after a recent visit, and an inspection 
of the high school, approved of this arrangement. This plan has not 
only given us more seating capacity but has partially removed the con- 
gestion in some of the class rooms caused by pupils studying in the 
same room where class recitations are being held. 

Millbury High School has indeed been fortunate in retaining the 
services of the same excellent teachers and supervisors. The privileges 
of certification have again been renewed. Millbury High School has 
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been approved in class A for the year 1940 by the Supervisor of 
Secondary Education, Mr. A. Russell Mack. It has been approved by 
the New England College Entrance Certificate Board until December 
31, 1941. Graduates of Millbury High School are now enrolled in the 
following institutions of higher learning: Massachusetts State Art 
School 1, Amherst College 1, Wellesley 1, Pembroke 1, Regis College 1, 
Worcester Polytechnic Institute 2, Boston University 2, Clark Univer- 
sity 5, Harvard University 1, Holy Cross 2, Worcester State Teachers’ 
College 1, Smith College 1, Massachusetts State College 1, Radcliffe 1, 
Vermont Academy 1, Wentworth Institute 2, Mary Washington Col- 
lege 1, New England School of Accounting 2, Nurses Training Schools 
6, Sisters of Mercy 1, Massachusetts School of Pharmacy 1, Worcester 
School of Comptometry 1, Becker’s Business College 2, Middlesex Uni- 
versity 1, Providence Bible Institute 1, School of Brothers of Charity 1, 
Worcester Junior College 2, Girls’ Trade School 8, Boston School of 
Embalming 1, Aero I. T. I. 1, Brown and Sharp 1, Boys’ Trade School 
3, Worcester School of Design 1, Post-graduates 2. 

The prizes, annually awarded to the members of the senior class, were 
won by the following students: Miss Barbara Ruddy received the Citi- 
zenship Medal given by the Daughters of the American Revolution; 
John Gaucher was presented the Millbury Woman’s Club Scholarship 
award of one hundred dollars; Miss Barbara Ruddy was presented the 
scholarship key offered by Becker’s Business College for receiving the 
highest average in commercial work during the junior and senior years; 
John Gaucher won the Washington Lafayette Medal for the highest 
average in American History. 

In the contest sponsored by the Millbury Woman’s Club in the field 
of Art, Miss Dorothy Harwood won the first prize of five dollars, Miss 
Mary Gordon the second prize of two dollars, and Miss Frances Proteau 
the third prize of one dollar. Miss Harwood’s poster was exhibited in 
the Worcester district contest and received second prize and also re- 
ceived honorable mention in the state contest held at Swampscott. 


An oratorical contest was sponsored this past year by the class in 
Public Speaking under the able direction of Mr. Raymond Shaw. This 
contest will be sponsored in the coming year by the George Devoe Post 
No. 9 American Legion and Auxiliary. The following students received 
prizes in the past year’s contest: Miss Dorothy Harwood, a first prize 
of four dollars, later given five dollars for this honor by the George 
Devoe Post No. 9 American Legion and Auxiliary; Miss Mary Marl- 
borough, a second prize of two dollars; and prizes of one dollar each 
went to Miss Annette Couture, Edward Kavackas, Miss Frances Pro- 
teau, and Miss Eula Whicher. The class and contest have become 
deservedly popular among students and parents alike. 


The work in Guidance has been continued under the capable leader- 
ship of the guidance counselor, Mr. Arthur Higginbottom. Among the 
many guidance services rendered this year a few in particular are 
worthy of special mention. Due to the foresightedness of the school 
committee and superintendent, any senior wishing to take advantage 
of the Clark University Guidance Clinic was allowed to do so. Each 
student who participates is given a battery of tests which enables the 
clinician to give the pupil and parent a detailed psychometric report on 
the student’s future possibilities. In the high school this past year a 
battery of tests composed of the Terman Group Test of Mental Ability, 
the Nelson-Denny Reading Test, The O’Rourke Mechanical Aptitude 
Test, the Minnesota Vocational Test for Clerical Workers, and the Kuhl- 
mann-Anderson Tests, were given. It is expected that this battery will 
aid the guidance counselor, teachers and administrators in better under- 
standing the pupil and enable us to bring his attention to fostering his 
endowments and alleviating his disabilities. In the high school, we 
have been endeavoring to build a placement service for our graduates, 
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and have been quite encouraged by its success. Many of the business 
men of town are cooperating with us in this service and several of our 
graduates have been placed in responsible positions during the past 
year. In addition to the above, the guidance counselor has endeavored 
to render individual guidance to all needy cases and in particular to the 
freshmen and seniors. 

This past year the Millbury High School has included many varied 
projects in its extra-curricula activities. The school magazine, The 
Reflector, and the school newspaper, The Reflectorette, have enjoyed a 
favorable and profitable year. These two publications were produced 
under the capable direction of the following teachers: Miss Ellen Dono- 
van, who has had charge of the arrangement and literary work; Miss 
Margaret Donovan, who supervised the reproductive. work; and the 
Misses Alice Donohue and Marie Walsh, who have had charge of the 
circulation department. The proceeds from the sales of these two pub- 
lications have enabled us to buy a new mimeograph machine, which 
has been of great use to us not only for the publishing of these two 
projects but in all of our courses. 

Another successful year was enjoyed by the Dramatic Club under 
the talented leadership of Miss Mary Heslinga. Among the outstand- 
ing projects put on by the club this year have been the annual school 
play for the benefit of the athletic association, patriotic sketches for 
school assemblies, parties and dances, and the annual club picnic. 

The French Club under the competent guidance of Miss Gertrude 
Glover has become increasingly popular. The club has produced many 
short plays in French and several parties and dances have also been 
enjoyed by the members of the club. 

The Stamp Club under the effective directorship of Mr. Hector Little 
has become one of our outstanding clubs in the school. Stamp auctions, 
stamp exchanges and dances have been among its varied activities. 

The Glee Club under the skillful direction of Miss Katherine Bowe 
merits praise, in particular was this evidenced at the graduation exer- 
cises. 

The coaching of our athletic teams by Miss Mary Sullivan, Mr. 
Martin Roach, and Mr. Gerald Roberts was indeed praiseworthy. The 
football team coached by Mr. Roach and Mr. Roberts had an excep- 
tionally fine season this year, winning six games, tying two and losing 
two. The girls’ field hockey team also deserves a great deal of credit 
for its excellent season, winning five games and losing two. In all 
athletic contests this past year a laudable spirit of sportsmanship pre- 
vailed, for which the coaches are to be highly commended. 

I wish at this time to call particular attention to those teachers, who | 
although their work may not be connected with any particular school 
club, give unsparingly of their extra-curricula time. Mr. Neary who 
so efficiently, and at the cost of a great deal of time and effort, takes 
charge of the clerical part, and acts as treasurer of the Student Body 
Activities’ Fund, which is a clearing house for all monies received by 
any club or activity in the high or junior high schools. Miss Mary 
Grogan for her work with the girls in the 4H Club. Mr. Raymond Shaw 
for his work with the boys in Boy Scout Activities. Miss Gertrude 
Glover, Mr. William Kinniery, and Mr. Richard Kenary for their work 
with the cheering squad. Mr. Wilmar Ela who assists Mr. Roach in 
first aid work during the football season and who is always ready to 
lend his car for transportation. Mr. Harold Jannery who has been of 
great assistance to Mr. Roach and myself in the raising of funds for 
the athletic teams, and whose car is always at our disposal. 

We thank the parents whose cooperation enabled us to attain an 
excellent attendance record for the past school year. 

We wish to thank you, Mr. Shea, most heartily for your interest and 
cooperation, and to express to you our sincere gratitude. 
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Report of Miss Mary Sullivan, Supervisor of 
Physical Education 


I hereby submit my annual report as supervisor of physical education. 

Each grammar grade is visited on the average of once a month. At 
the beginning of the year, each child’s posture is examined; the most 
serious cases are reported to Miss Stafford; and corrective exercises 
are suggested for the children in need of them. In June, a Play Day 
is held at Windle Field as a means of demonstrating the type of work 
carried out during the year. Every child in the grammar grades 
participates in the program and the public is invited to attend. 

In the Junior High and High School, the boys and girls have a physi- 
cal education class weekly, the program consisting of fifteen or twenty 
minutes of basketball, softball, and soccer skills or team games, such 
as volley ball, deck tennis, softball, basketball and touch football 
for the boys. In the Junior High, most of the recreation time is spent 
on skills and preparation for games of higher organization which they 
play when they reach High School. With the purchase of new records 
and the use of an old victrola, Folk Dances have been added to the 
girls’ program. In June, one afternoon is given over to the physical 
education department when the entire Junior and Senior High School 
adjourns to Windle Field where all take part in games and sports. 

The boys’ classes in the Junior and Senior High School are under 
the direction of Mr. Roach. 

The after school activities for the girls consist of field hockey, 
basketball, and tennis. Basketball is by far the most popular sport, 
with fifty girls reporting for the first practice this year. However, 
more girls will have an opportunity of playing because now all their 
games are played in the afternoon, thereby allowing enough time for 
two games to be played instead of one. The hockey team had a success- 
ful season winning five out of the seven games played. If one or two 
showers were installed and made available for the girls’ use, particu- 
larly after sports, they would add a great deal to the health and wel- 
fare of the students. 

In conclusion, I wish to thank the teachers for their cooperation, 
especially on the Play Day. I fully realize the preparation that is 
necessary to such an undertaking and appreciate their fine work. I 
would also like to thank Miss Hill of the Dorothy Manor School for 
allowing her Drum Corps to take part in our Play Day program. 


Report of Miss Rose M. Massei, 
Supervisor of Sewing 


I hereby submit my annual report as supervisor of sewing in the 
public schools of Millbury. 

As sewing is not taught in the elementary grades it starts in the 
Junior High and continues through the Senior High School for those 
who elect it. 

Following the latest methods of teaching in Home Economics, all 
learning is accomplished with a practical end. Useful articles such as 
bags, needlecases, and pincushions are made in the seventh grade. 
Although all articles are made by hand, it is necessary to learn the 
fundamental stitches so they can be used later. 
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Toward the end of the year, time is taken to acquaint the pupils with 
the sewing machine; its parts, its care and its use. 

This study of the machine is carried over next year into the eighth 
grade, where everything is made by machine. They also learn how to 
read and use a commercial pattern to make their slips, shorts and 
simple summer dresses in this grade. 

Those who elect sewing in Senior High School get credit for the 
course. This work is of a more advanced type both in selection and 
construction, with originality and initiative encouraged. The girls may 
sew for themselves or for others. As supplementary work they make 
a series of sample garment finishes such as sewing on buttons, hooks and 
snaps correctly, making belt loops, putting in zippers, ete. All these 
finishes are worth knowing about and will prove of. value to them at 
some time. They will better be able to judge the worth of store clothes 
and make necessary alterations themselves, thereby cutting down the 
cost of the garment. 

With a practical and economical aim in view, the sewing department 
has mapped its course to aid the high school girl to keep well dressed 
on a minimum budget. 

I should like to take the opportunity to thank you, Mr. Shea, for your 
many kindnesses and the parents who have shown such interest in my 
work and made it a pleasure to work here. 


Report of Dr. Arthur A. Brown, School Physician 


Since the opening of schools in September all the school buildings 
have been visited and inspected, and the annual examination of the 
pupils has been completed. Health conditions in the schools were satis- 
factory. Measles was prevalent in the lower grades at the Union and 
Dorothy Manor Schools in November. 

High School pupils engaged in athletics were given a special exami- 
nation. 

In June, an examination for pre-school children was held in four 
schools with excellent attendance. 


Report of Miss May A. Stafford, R.N., School Nurse 


My fifteenth annual report as School Nurse for the Millbury Schools 
is hereby submitted. 

The following is the report of the health work that has been com- 
pleted during the year: 

The annual physical examinations have been completed through 
the twelfth grade. The seniors were selected this year to be given a 
more rigid check-up. Although more defects have been correctd this 
past yar in-all of the grades, there still remain many cases of enlarged 
and diseased tonsils and carious teeth to be cared for. 

The Pre-school clinics were held in May and June at the High, East 
Millbury, Burbank and Dorothy Manor Schools. Fifty-nine children 
accompanied by a parent reported for examination. 
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The clinics for retarded and problem children were held December 
3rd and 5th. Nine children were examined by Dr. L. O. Farrar and his 
staff of Worcester. These clinics are of great value for better adjust- 
ment and individual guidance of each child’s handicap. Several of these 
children, by a special test, were found to have defective eyesight and 
five of these children have been fitted to glasses. 


The Dental Clinic, sponsored by the Board of Health, and in charge 
of Dr. M. M. Hennebery, is held every week. Fifty clinics were held 
from January to December 12th and the following work was completed: 
573 permanent fillings, 152 prophylaxes, 52 deciduous and 34 perma- 
nent teeth extracted and 14 treatments given. The school clinic is for 
the purpose of helping those who could not otherwise have work done. 


The annual eye test has been given and a large number of children 
with defective vision was found. Parents have been very co-operative 
and have had their children’s eyes fitted to glasses, but there are many 
who have not been able to have treatment. A fund of $100, through 
the Welfare Department, has given me, for the first time, a chance 
to do something definite. Out of this fund fourteen children have been 
taken care of. I could use $150 next year to continue this splendid work. 


The audiometer was loaned to us by the State Department and all 
pupils from the third grade through high school had their hearing 
tested. Twenty-six were found to have defective hearing and were 
advised to consult ear specialists. Several of these cases have been 
treated. Many home visits are needed especially where only one ear is 
affected. We need an audiometer of our own. The test could then be 
given under favorable conditions instead of being hurried as is neces- 
sary when the time is limited. 


We are again grateful to the Kiwanis Club for the fine work they do 
for our children each year. Fifteen children were taken to Memorial 
Hospital and had their tonsils and adenoids removed where they were 
under the care of our best throat specialists. 


Four of our boys were able to spend eight weeks at Sterling Health 
Camp where they all gained weight and learned the value of good 
ee habits. ‘The sale of Christmas Seals and Pins made this pos- 
sible. 


Health Day was observed in June and 305 children who had dental 
ecards, marched in the Health Parade. Four grades, in which every 
child had a dental certificate, had 100%. 


A State survey for handicapped children was made in May and a 
report of each child’s defect is kept on file so that we may know if 
each one is being’ helped with his handicap. 


The Millbury Society for District Nursing is sponsoring the milk 
project in the schools. A fund for free milk has been started, and I 
hope soon to select special cases who will be given free milk. All 
children have been weighed and we have found that some are under- 
weight, but no real malnutrition exists. 


Measles have been prevalent at some of the schools and the atten- 
dance was greatly affected. No other disease became epidemic. 


Throughout the year, home visits, personal interviews, inspection for 

cleanliness and sanitary conditions are made. First aid, morning in- 

spection, excluding children who are ill, are all routine. The larger 
schools are visited every day. 


Everything is being done to keep our school children well and to give 
them every advantage possible. 

I wish to thank you, Mr. Shea, Dr. Brown, the principals and teachers, 
and all who have assisted me with the Health work. 
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Report of Mr. Wilmar H. Ela, Supersman of 
Industrial Arts 


I am submitting this report as Supervisor of Industrial Arts in the 
Public Schools of Millbury. 

Subjects taught are Woodwork, Mechanical Drawing, Home Mechan- 
ics. Boys in the Junior High School are taught Woodwork and Home 
Mechanics. 

Seventh grade boys learn the proper use of hand tools and the funda- 
mentals of construction with wood. Pupils soon become skilled in the 
proper operation of hand tools and then may use some of the easily 
operated power tools. The power tools used by boys in seventh grade 
work are, the drill press, for drilling holes and sanding, the lather, for 
sanding and small turnings, the scroll saw for irregular cut outs. 

Perfection in the use of hand tools determines how soon the pupil 
may use the power tools in the construction of his work. Woodwork 
done by eighth grade boys is governed by their ability, simple projects 
being followed by those containing’ more difficult forms of construction. 

The Home Mechanics course teaches boys the work of ‘handy-man’ 
about the house. Subjects covered are: faucet repair, bell wiring, 
glazing, hanging doors, and numerous other household repairs. 

High School boys are taught advanced woodwork. This includes the 
proper use and operation of all important woodworking machinery in 
the school shop. 

Mechanical Drawing is offered to high school boys as a course that 
teaches freehand sketching of machine parts and cabinet drawing, the 
steps of drawing by projection, fundamentals of draughting tracing 
and blueprint making and reading. 

Safety is emphasized in the operation of all tools and machines in 
the school shop. 

The A B C of the student operator of all machines and tools is, 
Always Be Careful. 

In closing my report I wish to thank you Mr. Shea, the principal, and 
all others in the School Department who contributed to make this year 
a success. 


Report of Miss Katherine M. Bowe, Supervisor 
of Music 


I hereby submit my report as Supervisor of Music in the Millbury 
Schools. 

Music, in the Grammar Schools, is studied fifteen minutes every day: 
rote songs in the first and second grades with singing of syllables in 
the latter. From the third grade all singing is accomplished through 
thorough understanding of syllable reading; key signatures; time sig- 
natures; musical definitions and expression. 

The Junior High has music twice a week; three part music and more 
difficult harmony is taught. 

In the High School, Senior Chorus meets one period each week. The 
Glee Club, consisting of eighty-six voices also meets once a week and 
works enthusiastically in order to present a finished performance at 
various public programs and at graduation. 

I wish to thank all the teachers for their cooperation because without 
this cooperation the music would not have improved as much as it has 
in the last few years. 

I also extend my thanks to Miss Connor and Miss Stone of the Junior 
High; also to Mr. Beaton and you, Mr. Shea, for your interest and 
consideration. 
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Report of Miss Genevieve Kersulis, Supervisor 
of Drawing

Millbury. 

The art work in the elementary schools, junior high, and high schools 
is planned to cultivate taste in Line, Shape, Color Harmony and 
Design. The opportunity to appreciate and enjoy fine colored reproduc- 
tions of famous painting's was made possible since the Art Department 
was given a very fine set last year. 

Much time is spent on creative drawing and illustration. Art teaches 
the fundamental principles which are so. essential to industry in its 
many phases: to manufacturing, the home builder, the home maker, 
producer and consumer, or, to anyone who must exercise choice. We 
cannot escape choice in color and design whether we be business men, 
salesmen, professional men or home makers.
